SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 


To the School Board of Lempster: 4 

I herewith submit my annual report for the fifteenth year 
as your Superintendent of Schools. 

Miss Marilyn Miller, who taught the Street school last 
year, accepted the position to teach the lower grades at the 
East this year. She.is talented and seems rather well adapted 
to the lower grade work. She is fond of small children and 
the school is successful to a high degree. Miss Maude Moody, 
a successful, experienced teacher, is teaching the upper grades 
at the Street school. The children there are making good 
progress, especially in the fundamentals and should be well 
prepared for high school work. 

I am worried about finding teachers for next year. There 
are decidedly fewer instead of more that are prepared to teach 
rural schools. It is becoming harder each year to find good 
boarding places, although Lempster has been rather successful 
in that line. I find from studies that most of the larger towns 
are inaugurating salary schedules at least twice those of the 
rural towns together with sick leaves and other benefits that 
the smaller towns can not afford. I also find that the price 
of board is considerably higher in other places and will doubt- 
lessly have to be increased in order to get good board for the 
teachers in Lempster. If the State legislature would approve 
enough funds to meet the increase in costs over the 5 mills 
tax, and if the State officials would then approve the actual © 
costs that the rural schools have to pay for such things as 
lights, transportation over our rural roads, and the high salaries 
we will be forced to pay to get good teachers, it would not 
only give us better education in the rural schools, but it would 
lift the burden from the local taxpayer to a position where 
they would have the courage to go ahead and build up their 
farms. The building up of their farms with the increase in 
valuation would, in a large degree, meet the situation without 
burdening the State. I believe that a table, showing the rela- 
tive costs of different items this year with years in the past 
would be of interest to the citizens.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON THE 
LONG POND TOWN LANDS 


At the 1945 Town Meeting, Mr. Richard Diehl brought up 
the matter of disposal of some of the lands taken by tax deed 
by the town. He pointed out that the Town now owns a large 
contiguous area on the mountain extending from the Washing- 
ton road south to the town line including nearly all of the 
east shore of Long Pond. He suggested that inasmuch as the 
general public including the townspeople were excluded from 
the other ponds and lakes in the town that they should con- 
sider keeping a portion of this pond shore for public use and 
also keeping these certain lots as a town forest possibly as a 
memorial for those who served during the war. , 

It was voted to refrain from selling these lots for one 


year and have the moderator appoint a committee to work 
with the Selectmen to look into the matter and report at the 
next town meeting.

Hubert C. Hartwell, Jr. 
Harris H. Nichols 
George L. Richardson 
John A. Wirkkala 


On September 19, 1945 the above committee met with 
the Selectmen, Lucius H. Nichols, Lee Kelso, and Horace Cragin 
on the Washington Road and spent most of the day looking 
over the property. They found that the old town road into 
the Phineas Richardson place was somewhat washed out in 
one place, a bridge and two culverts were out but the road 
had a hard bottom. From the Richardson Place into the pond 
the road was on high ground and fairly good except for a few 
ledges. They found good young growth of spruce and fir on 
a lot of the land with a hardwood blowdown area near the 
pond. 

The shore of the pond is rocky with high ledges in places. 
There are a few possibilities for a beach with a removal of 
some rocks and placing of sand. It would be possible to put a 
road into the pond all on town property. The shore line has 
a softwood growth, but back of it the area has been logged 
and heavily hit by the hurricane. West of the Phineas Rich- 
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ardson place is an attractive area around Duck Pond, two 
thirds of which lies in town land. There are some areas of 
large spruce and hardwoods. 


Woodwork facing the dam, which is controlled by Falkner 
and Colony is rotted out so that the level of the pond fluctuates 
with the season, but the shore is as atractive at low water as 
high probably even more so at low water. The water is clear 
‘and would make good swimming in summer. Good bass fish- 
ing is reported. 


On December 28, 1945, the committee met at the home of 
Harris Nichols with the Selectmen all being present. The 
chairman stated the case as follows: the lands now owned by 
the town in this area were all in one block, they did not cost 
the town very much considering their area and what was on 
them, that they have a good growth on them, that the shore 
property could be leased for summer cottages, a public beach 
provided and in all the income from such lands would revert 
to the town rather than having the land coming back to the 
town after some other owner had cut off the growth. 


After much discussion over the future use and develop- 
ment of this lakeshore property the committee voted unani- 
mously to recommend that the town hold the following 
properties: 


Bell Pasture 
Pollard and Hodgman Land 


Richardson Land east part of 3-33 
Phineas Richardson Lot 8-32 
Church Lot 8-31 
Beckwith Lots 3-30 
south part of 3-2 
Fisher Lots ; 3-29, 3-1 
Haverhill Trust Co. Lot 3-63 


Woods J. Millen Lots 
The whole being approximately 700 acres. 


The main reasons for this recommendations are that 
1. The original cost was not too great 


2. Possible future revenue would be greater than in 
private hands 


8. Access to the pond 
be assured.
